L ondon, O c t 26.— T h e inevitable de­ 
lays of diplom atic procedure appear 
to retard a com plete amd satisfacto ry 
settlem en t of the acu te difficulties be­ 
tw een G reat B ritain and R ussia a ris­ 
ing from the deplorable N orth sea af­ 
fair, 
K ing Edw ard ha3 received from 
E m peror N icholas hlm aelf a cabh gram 
exp ressin g the deepest reg ret and a 
practical acknow ledgem ent th at G reat 
B ritain ’s perem ptory noie will meet 
w ith a ret>ly conceding every dem and 
for apology for th e a c t of aggression 
ag ain st th e B ritish flag, com pensation 
for sufferers and p u n ishm ent of the 
officers responsible for w hat is every­ 
w here conceded to have been a gigan­ 
tic blunder, and th e R ussian am b assa­ 
dor to th e court of St. Jam es has ex­ 
pressed 
to 
Foreign 
M inister 
Lans- 
dow ne 
his 
sorrow 
and 
sym pathy. 
T hese developm ents have allayed to 
som e ex ten t the deep resen tm en t in 
the public mind. 
T he adm iralty last 
nig h t gave evidence of its appreciation 
of th e necessity of proving th a t it Is 
p repared to actively Buppdrt the posi­ 
tion of the people of G reat B ritain and 
fulfill th e expectations of th e world, 
w hen it issued th e follow ing sta te ­ 
m en t; 
"O n rec e ip t on Oct. 24 of the new s 
of th e N orth sea trag ed y , prelim inary 
o rd ers for m utual support and co-op­ 
eratio n w ere Issued as a m easure of 
precaution from the ad m iralty to the 
C hannel, 
M editerranean 
and

fleets." 
W hile G reat B ritain is stirred to its 
depths, th ere has not been the slig h t­ 
est evidence of a rep etitio n of the 
row dyism of M onday, w hen the R us­ 
sian am bassador w as hooted, which is 
condem ned on all sides. 
C ount B enk­ 
endorff him self referred to th e inci­ 
dent as triv ial, and did not ap p ear to 
consider it w orth notice. 
P opular ap­ 
preciatio n of the situ atio n , how ever, 
w as evidenced w hen K ing Edw ard ap­ 
peared in public yesterday. 
He w as 
greeted w ith m ore th an usual en th u ­ 
siasm on account of th e decided tone 
of his teleg ram to the m ayor of Hull 
on M onday. T he speeches of m em bers 
of th e cabinet and of th e bouse of com ­ 
m ons in different p a rts of the country 
voice th e sentim ent of G reat B ritain 
and the sp irit in w hich th e u tteran ces 
w ere m et show s th a t for the m om ent 
p arty differences have been laid aside 
and th a t th e country is solidly behind 
th e governm ent. 
Lord Selborne, at 
th e P ilg rim s’ banquet last night, de­ 
nounced Dogger bank affairs in the 
m ost outspoken term s yet heard from 
a m em ber of the cabinet as an "in ex ­ 
cusable outrage, 
and "a terrib le blun­ 
der w hich 
would 
be 
im possible in 
e ith e r th e B ritish or th e A m erican 
navy.” 
Colonial S ecretary L yttelton, 
too, in an o th er place spoke in plain 
term s, saying th a t it was im possible 
to view th e affair as oth er th an th e 
resu lt 
of 
m urderous 
intention 
or 
w icked negligence." 
T h at a possibility of dangerous de­ 
velopm ents lu ras in th e protraction of 
th e crisis is seen in th e fact th at R us­ 
sian co rresp o n d en ts of B ritish papers 
a re begifinlng to send ra th er inflam ­ 
m able dispatches. 
F or exam ple, the 
T eleg rap h ’s St. P etersb u rg correspon­ 
den t say s: 
"In m ilitary circles am ong 
th e less responsible officers and In 
m arin e circles of alm ost ail gradee the 
conviction prevails th a t sooner or late r 
w ar w ith E ngland Is inevitable and 
th a t th e p resent is as suspicious as 
any o th er.” 
T he S tan d ard 's Moscow co rresp o n ­ 
dent also a sse rts th a t “the m ajority 
of th e R ussian people find m ore or 
less satisfactio n in th e insult offered 
to E ngland." 


A SINGULAR SILENCE

W hile it 
aw aits explanation for an act which 
It characterizes in str# n g language as 
unjustifiable, d eliberate and inhum an, 
it m akes no»t.hr»cats, flx’t's no tim e lim it 
for response and contains no dem ands, 
the note specifically >tating th a t G reat 
B ritain ’s dem ands are reserved pend­ 
ing receipt of an explanation. 
T he w illingness of G reat B ritain to 
aw ait the R ussian explanation before 
form ulating dem ands 
show s 
consid­ 
eration for th e position In which R us­ 
sia has been placed by a deplorable 
blunder. 
At th e sam e tim e th is con­ 
sideration hsis an om inous ring about 
it, only serving to em phasize the g rav ­ 
ity of the situation, th** language of 
th e note adm itting of no doubt th a t 
w hen the dem ands are ultim ately pre­ 
sented G reat B ritain intends to in sist 
upon full com pliance w ith t>em . From 
th e diplom atic standpoint, th e very 
fact th at G reat B ritain has not shown 
h er hand 
stren g th en s 
her position 
W hat the n atu re of th e dem ands will 
be m ust necessar.-y be a m a tter of 
speculation until A dm iral R ojestven- 
sk y ’s report arriv es, but if the im por­ 
ta n t allegation in th e note is estab lish ­ 
ed, nam ely, th a t th e squadron actually 
changed 
form ation 
before 
opening 
fire, it would seem to fix the respon­ 
sibility upon R ojestvensky, and who­ 
ever the au th o r of the offense m ay be, 
it is regarded as certain th a t G reat 
B ritain 
will 
dem and, 
am ong 
o th er 
things, his punishm ent. 
It is also con­ 
sidered certain th a t failure to prom pt­ 
ly com ply w ith the dem ands will be 
Im m ediately followed by A m bassador 
H ardiuge’f recall. 
A lthough som e u ervousneK is p er­ 
ceptible in diplom atic circles, g en eral­ 
ly speaking th ere is th e g re ate st con­ 
fidence both am ong diplom ats 
and 
high officials of th e governm ent th at 
th e affair wiH be am icably adjusted. 
It is felt had* ed. th a t th e very gravity 
of th e situation m ay prove its salva­ 
tion by im posing th e utm ost care and 
deliberation upon both sides.

TH IS ONE W ORKED 


An Airship That Really Goes is Tried 


at St. Louis. 


St. Louis, Oct, 26.— Propelled p art 
of the way by its own pow er and the 
rem ainder of the d istan ce by the wind, 
w hich was blow ing at th e ra te of about 
n ine or te n 'm ile s an hour, th e airship 
of Thom as S. B aldw in of San F ra n ­ 
cisco, in charge of A. Roy K nabenshue 
of Toledo, Ohio, m ade an unannounced 
ascension from the aeronautic con­ 
course at th e W orld’s I air and landed 
n ear Cahokla, 111., a d istan ce of nearly 
ten m iles, a fte r a flight th a t a ttra c ted 
th e atten tio n of thou san d s of persons 
who cheered alm ost continuously as 
th e big flying m achine passed ov er the 
exposition grounds, left the residence 
section of St. Louis far beneath it and 
soared high ahoTe the tow ering office 
buildings of th e business d istrict. 
C linging to th e fram ew ork of th e 
car, his p recarious foothold a Iron 
tube th at form s one side of the base of 
th e tria n g u la r netw ork of supports and 
rib s of the airsh ip ’s body, K nabenshue 
directed th e m ovem ents of his* flying 
m achine and m aneuvered in circles 
and ag ain st th e w ind, high ev er the 
m onster exhibit palaces of th e exposi­ 
tion, before the accident to his m otor 
w hich rendered the big fan-like pro­ 
pellers usel *ss and curtailed his com ­ 
m and of the airship. 
N otw ithstanding 
tne 
b reak in g 
of 
th e m otor, K nabenshue did not lose 
com plete control of the m achine, but 
w ith the m om entum given by the wind 
he w as enabled to ste e r the m achine 
in a course that varied several fo in ts 
in each direction from the trend of the 
wind and land a t a point of his own 
selecting.

IT IS TO LAUGH 


The Idea of John E. Lamb Posing at 
an Enemy of the Trusts. 
Indianapolis, Oct. 26.—John E. Lamb 
of Terre Haute spoke to a fair-sized 
audience here a night or so ago, and 
Republicans who heard the speech or 
who read the newspaper reports of it 
are still smiling over the idea of Mr. 
Lamb posing as an opponent of the 
trusts. 
In his speech Mr. Lamb, who 
once represented the Fifth congres­ 
sional district in congress, assailed 
President Roosevelt in the bitterest 
language, approaching at times to ac­ 
tual abuse. He scored the administra­ 
tion for what he was pleased to term 
its “subservience to the giant trusts 
and monopolies,” and ran out of breath 
In his denunciations of these "piratical 
combinations,” which, one might im­ 
agine from listening to him, have been 
responsible for all the evil that has 
befallen this country from the Boston 
Massacre to the failure of natural gas 
In Indiana. 
The funny part of the 
whole thing, to those who knew, is the 
fact that Mr. Lamb Is himself an agent 
of one *f the most powerful of the 
trusts, being the regular attorney for 
the whisky combine. 
Mr. Lamb has 
occupied this most lucrative position 
for several years, and his salary from 
the whisky people is probably double 
the income of hundreds of attorneys 
who consider themselves well off. 
It 
Is well known that Mr. Lamb Is an 
anti-trust agitator only during cam­ 
paign years, and even then his salary 
as corporation attorney for the whisky 
combine goes right on. 
That is why 
Republicans who heard him the other 
night Imagined they could detect a 
wink whenever he rose to the heights 
of declamatory denunciation of trust 
evils. 


Work on the new army post, Fort 
Benjamin Harrison, to be built near 
Indianapolis, has been held up for 
some time on account of a disagree­ 
ment between the city and the gov­ 
ernment over toe disposal of the post’s 
sewage. 
The original plans contem­ 
plated the construction of septic tanks 
for the consumption of the sewage, 
the resultant water to be turned into 
Fall creek. 
This plan was recom­ 
mended by Dr. Hurty, secretary of the 
state board of health, and by many 
other competent sanitarians, but the 
city objected and threatened injunc­ 
tion proceedings. 
Work was stopped 
pending settlement of the dispute, and 
City Engineer Jeup has just completed 
a survey for a sewer for the post. He 
says the sewer will cost much less 
than the government’s estimate, and 
recommends that the city enforce the 
construction of the sewer. 
It is un­ 
derstood the government is rigidly op 
posed to the construction of a sewer, 
and that if this is insisted upon the 
post will be abandoned as far as In­ 
dianapolis is concerned, and construct­ 
ed at some other point. 
Fort Benja­ 
min Harrison, If constructed. i3 to be 
an eight-company post at the start, 
with provision for a full regiment and 
a battalion of cavalry ki the near fu­ 
ture. 
Its loss to the city would be a 
severe blow.

Indianapolis, Oct. 26.—An order for 
the dissolution of the receivership of 
the Terre Haute & Indianapolis Rail­ 
road company on Nov. 1 of this year 
has been handed down by the Judge 
Francis E. Baker of the United States 
circuit court, In the case of Mark T. 
Cox and others against the Terre 
Haute & Indianapolis Railroad com­ 
pany. That the receivership would be 
dissolved was announced by V. T. Ma- 
lott, receiver, several weeks ago, when 
It was also made known that he would 
continue in charge of the road’s affairs 
as an officer of the company.

GRAND JURY AT WORK 


Krause Case Will Be Considered With 


Other Business. 


Hartford City, Ind., Oct. 26.—Judge 
Vaughn of the Blackford circuit court, 
in charging the grand jury, only indi­ 
rectly referred to the Krause case by 
remarking: 
“A homicide has been 
committed within the jurisdiction of 
this court, and a person is now In jail 
charged with the crime*. 
If. after in­ 
vestigation, you find 
the 
evidence 
sufficient, it is your duty to return an 
Indictment.” 
It is the understanding 
that the grand Jury will consider the 
Krause case in connection with other 
business and that there will be no par­ 
ticular haste in reaching a finding, as 
there Is practically no doubt but that 
a change of venue will be asked in 
case of an indictment, and that a trans­ 
fer will be made either to Wells or 
Jay county. Although several months 
have elapsed since the death of Crys­ 
tal Krause by arsenical poison and the 
arrest of her stepmother, Mrs. Rae 
Krause, accused of the crime, interest 
in this remarkable case has not abat­ 
ed, and every move of the grand jury 
and the court authorities will be eager­ 
ly noted. Mrs. Krause remains in jail, 
with apparently but few friends in­ 
terested in her behalf.
